A Word at Advice. 


It seems that the news from the 
East, published yesterday, to the effect 
that the strike on the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé system was at an end, 
was premature. The strike still con- 


As we stated a few days ago, so long 
as the Brotherhood of Engineers con- 
fined their attack to the Burlington 
Company, against which they claim to 
have a grievance, the sympathy of the 
public was largely with them, as they 
have hitherto, as a rule, been moderate 
and reasonable in their demands. In 
the present strike against the Santa 
Fé they seem, however, to be acting in 
a most unreasonable and unfair man- 
ner, as a result of which they are 
rapidly turning the sympathy of the 
public from them. They may possibly 
think themselves independent of pub- 
lic sentiment, but we would remind 
these men that, in a country like the 
United States, where the popular voice 
rules, no organization, however power- 
ful, can long exist in the face of an ad- 
verse public opinion. 

Let us briefly glance at the tacts of 
the local strike. The mon say they are 
not striking. That is simply a chil@ish 
play upon words. They have struck. 
They say, again, that they have re- 
ceived no orders to strike. That is 
another assertion which the public will 
take the liberty of disbelieving. 

The men say themselves that they 
have no grievances against the com- 
pany. Their committee was met by the 
company ina spirit which they admit 
to have been fair and just, ard agreed 
in writing upon all matters relating to 
duties and compensation. By the 
terms of this written contract, it was 
provided that no employé shall be dis- 
charged without: cause and a hearing 
before an impartial board, and the men 
agreed, in consideration of this, not to 
quit the service without giving 30 days’ 
notice. In flagrant violation of this 
agreement, the engineers and firemen 
quit work on the 15th inst. at 10 min- 
utes’ notice. 

It is true thatin the matter of the 
Burlington road, the Santa Fé Com- 
pany, while assuring the men that they 
had and would maintain absolute neu- 
trality in that controversy, informed 
them that they could not promise to 
disobey the laws of the United States. 
The committee of employés assured 
the company that they did not expect 
them to violate the laws. Yet for that 
reason they have struck! For that and 
for no other, for they admit themselves 
that they have no grievance against the 
company. The courts have decided 
that railroad companies must move 
cars of the Burlington or any other 
road when offered. The men say, in 
effect: “If you do not refuse to obey 
the decision of the courts, we will do 
our best to prevent you from operating 
your road.’’ Upon this equally illegal 
and illogical ground they undertake to 
thrown the entire business of this sec- 
tion into confusion, .cause serious 
loss and inconvenience to thousands of 
innocent persons, to throw outof em- 
ployment a large number of employés 
in the operating and mechanical de- 
parttnents of the road, and to inflict 
misery upon many families along the 
line of the road in Arizona, who de- 
pend upon water which is hauled by 
We would give a few words of ad- 
vice to the engineers and firemen of 
the Santa Fé Company. We have 
always felt much respect for the 
body of which they are members.

Fundamental in this, that a 
man has a right, under the laws of the 
land, to sell his labor for the best mar- 
ket price, and to whomsoever wishes 
to buy it. If he does not wish to sell 
his labor, under our form of civiliza- 
tion there is no authority to compel 
him to dispose of it.

The man who performs labor ought 
to receive full value; nor do we find it 
in our heart to condemn labor organ- 
izations. Asarule, labor has not re- 
ceived its just reward, and if there isa 
class of men on earth-whagshave a right 
to protect their capital (labor), it is 
that class who earn. their living by 
their hands. — 

Corporations, aggregations of capital, 
asarule become aggressive, exacting 
and oppressive. This is natural, and 
in accora with the selfishness of man’s 
nature. 

Wealth usually tollows aggregation of 
money—money, is power, and it is a 
fact as old as the human family, that 
power in any direction once obtained 
is never surrendered except when 
broken. We thus have the union of 
two powerful elements combined in 
one person, power and selfishness, two 
of the very worst attributes of man’s 
nature, if they may be called atiri- 
butes. 

But if this is true of the aggrega- 
tion of money it is equally true of the 
aggregation of individuals, bent upon 
a single purpose. And while labor has, 
without doubt, great wrongs to be 
righted, it may become equally aggres- 
sive, selfish and tyranical andthus en- 
danger the peace, prosperity and busi- 
ness interests of the country. The 
solution of this great question and the 
interests which appear so diametrically 
opposed, is the more difficult % handle 
because of the fact that the two parties 
stand upon the same great fundimental 
principle. Labor is by far the greatest 
capital of the world. There is vastly more 
of it offered in the open market than all | 
other factors of civilization. Year by 
year it increases, and there is more of 
it for sale, while on the other hand, 
money capital is becoming more and 
more centralized, and thus, by the laws 
of accretion and distribution, the an- 
tagonism is deepened and widened. 

This state of things between capital 
and labor ought not to exist, and if the 
rights, duties and obligation taught by 
the higher law were observed, the diffi- 
culty would at once be solved. 

No intelligent man will question for 
amoment but that capital and labor 
are equally dependent upon each other. 
What would labor be worth if it could 
not supply the demands of our exist- | 
ence; and, again, what would money 
-wealth be to the possessor, unless it 
could purchase the products of labor? 
Thus, there is a mutual dependence. 
Philosophize, however, as we may 
about this great question,’ there is 
something radically wrong somewhere. 
Nay, this great national question; 
this question of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury must be settled, and that, too, 
upon the eternal principles of truth 
and justice. The civilized world will 
demand its settlement, and the man 
who is able to solve it upon such 
principles will stand foremost and up- 
permost in the hearts of the people.

The Result of a Township Canvass of 
Fivs States. 


The Republican Party in Better Fight- 
ing Trim Than Ever. 


The Battle in November to Be a Straight Fight 
Between the Two Big Parties—The 
Relative Strength of the Various 

Candidates. 


By Telegraph to The Tims. 
SAN Francisco, March 19.—[Special. 
A Philadeiphia dispatch says: The Times 
prints a review of the Presidential possi- 
bilities, thé result of a township canvass in 
five States—Pennsylvania, New York, Ohio, 
Indiana and Minnesota. From every sec- 
tion come reports that the Republican party 
is in better fighting shape than at this time 
four years ago. Dissensions and personal 
ambitions have been wholly dropped, the 
one idea being that of winning. It will be 
a campaign between the two old parties, 
and the third or fourth party will not affect 
the result. The tariff will be the main 
issue. Of the prohibition movement, it is 
asserted of some four or five counties in 
Western and Central New York, and nine 
counties in Minnesota, that it is on the in- 
crease, and something must be done, if 
possible, to win the temperance people 
back. In all other districts it is em- 
phatically asserted that the Prohibi- 
tion vote will not change the ae 
tual result. All agree that the temperance 
advocates are holding their own, except in 
Pennsylvania, where the high-license laws 
have taken the wind from their sails to a 
great extent. In several New York and 
Indiana city wards itis admitted that the 
Prohibitionists will gain some, but it is de- 
nied that enough will be affected to change 
the result. As Republicans were liable fo 
be prejudiced in their testimony on this 
question, leading Democrats were consuited 
in five States, and the result of their im- 
pressions is not much different from that 
given by the Republicans. A concensus of 
opinion of all Kepublicans residing in al- 
most every ward and township in all five 
States, and of several hundred leading Re- 
publicans scattered throughout them, may 
be set down as this: That the battle in 
November will be a straight fight between 
the two big parties, and any third issue 
now in sight will not cut any considerable 
figure either in the campaign or the result. 
Beginning in the Northwest, it is found 
that Lincoln leads in Minnesota for first 
choice, with Gresham a close second. 
Indiana is for Harrison, and Ohio is solid 
for Sherman, who will have the solid dele- 
gation in the Chicago convention. Penn- 
sylvania Is safely Republican for anybody, 
but since Blaine’s withdrawal there is no 
settled concensus of preferences, though 
Sherman and Depew are the most popular 
by far. The most carefully canvassed 
State was New York, where Depew seems 

to be gaining strength. 

The Tribune editorially reviews the 
Times’ canvass, and says: “More than 7000 
responges were received. The canvass was 
based on the assumption that Blaine is 
out of the race, yet nearly one-third say 
they will have him anyway, declination 
or no. declination.
